The  Opposition  is  restraining  itself 
from  captious  criticism:  it  Is  showing  patience 
and  forbearance,  but  It.  and  the  forces  on  the 
Oovernment  Me  of  the  House  have  an  obvious 
duty  and  that  to  to  •xamtne  with  the  utraoet  cir- 
cumspection each  Bill  as  it  is  beinc  dl.sru.ssed  In 
omitting  to  point  out  defects  in  legislation  the 
Opposition,  as  well  as  those  supporting  Vtn  Bill, 
have  a  dual  responsibility  The  X*eglslaturp  a.s  a 
whole  Is  the  body  which  must  beat  the  blame. 
On  thto  account  the  BUfar  eemlng  up  for  consid- 
eration should  proceed  in  a  .str:u^■  volume  with 
ample  time  given  for  the  consideration  of  each 
one.  That  is  not  the  case  when  so  many  meas- 
ures are  Introduced  pt  the  eleventh  hour,  when 
a  time  Is  tootaUvely  set  for  prorogation  and 
when  all  members  of  the  legislature  are  anxious 
to  get  back  to  their  homes. 

Under  the  circumstances,  and  as  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  b.is!n«e8  of  the  province  is  the 
primary  considerrtion,  the  Government  should 
make  it  clear  tha'  i'm:^!p  time  and  full  opporLu- 
nitjj  ,wiii  be  iivza  I jr  the  discuaslon  of  the  Liquor 
ConCiol  amendments  and  other  legislation  now 
b-'fore  the  Hou^r  M;  V  D.  PattuUo  add  his 
CoUowers  deserve  consideration.  The  restraint 
they  have  exercised,  where  they  could  have  In- 
dulged In  .sp.t"ful  pnnt iimely.  has  been  a  feature 
Of  the  laxier-day  sitiiags  of  the  Legislature.  Such 
an  attllM^^  Ktways  to  be  commended,  and  we 
believe  It  is  appreciated  to  the  full  on  the  Oov- 
ernment side  of  the  House.  Bolii  parties  while
